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AMENDMENT AND REPLY TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

Sir: 

In response to the Official Action issued August 12, 2003, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect, albeit with traverse, Group I, claims 1-24, drawn to a method of 
producing a laminated packaging material. Applicants submit that the shortened statutory 
period for reply to the Office Action should have been 3 months since the Office Action 
also includes a rejection of Claim 1 as allegedly being anticipated by WO 98/09812. 

The Restriction Requirement is traversed because at least Claim 25 has the same 
special technical features as Group I, claims 1-24. Claim 25 is directed to a laminated 
packaging material produced by the method of Claim 1 , and does not include a fold 
formation step as alleged in the Office Action. In view of the following amendment to 
Claim 26, Applicants further submit that amended Claim 26 is directed to a packaging 
container produced from a laminated packaging material as claimed in Claim 25. Amended
